Speech, whereby his Miniſtry might be diſ- 
regarded, and rendered leſs acceptable and 
| ſucceſsful. For our Lord, in anſwer to his 
Prayers, that it might be removed, told him 
in Effect, that it would be continued (and he 
ſupported under it, by the Grace of God) 
which could not have been right, had it 
been any thing of a criminal Kind. Our 
Lord adds, for his Encouragement and Satis- 
faction, that his favourable Aſſiſtance ſhould 
be ſufficient for him, to make his Preaching, 
and propagating of the Goſpel ſucceſsful ; 
and that the Name of our Lord would be 
' magnified, by his labouring under that Diſ- 
advantage; which was ſo ſatisfactory to the 
Apoſtle, that he gladly gloried in his Infir- 
mities, that the Power of Chriſt might m more 
iluſtriouſly reſt upon him, 
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
